SAN PEDRO, Cal., Dec. lO.^With 
the sinking of the rum ship Guilia off 
the coast of Northern California re­ 
cently, it was revealed here that the 
vessel had a history of romance and 
adventure and was said once to have 
been owned by a king of Spain. Here 
is her history as told on “the beach:’1 
When built 40 years ago for 
the 
I Spanish king, the graceful clipper 
yacht, equipped with gold fitting and 
priceless draperies, was the envy of 
'European royalty. 
From the service of the king the 
Vessel passed to that of an English 


war service, to a band of British ad­ 
venturers who called her the Fron­ 
tiersman, and finally, after the ad­ 
venturers went bankrupt at San Pe­ 
ndro, into the liquor trade. 
She was 
not wanted by the legitimate lines 
of shipping, because she was a coal 
burning vessel on an 
oil 
burning 
coast. 


Her decks equipped with machine 
guns to keep away hijackers,

ABERCROMBIE EXPLAINS MANNER 
OF SELECTING SCHOOLS’ BOOKS 
John W. Abercrombie, state superintendent of 
education moved by the plight in which many 
heads o f, families found themselves this year 
.when it became necessary for them to purchase 
new school books for their children, has issued an 
explanation of he action of the educational au- 
. thorities in changing some of the books used in 
the public schools. 
tj, 
Mr. Abercrombie’s article, an extended one, was 
. issued too the press of the state, and, if read by all 
of our citizens, will do much toward giving the 
purchasers of school books a clearer insight into 
the circumstances which brought about the sub 
, stitution of new books for old ones. 
After explaining how the commission selects 
the books to be used, Superintendent Abercrombie 
points out that “both the law and the contracts 
provide tha| no book sHa.ll be sold in Alabama at 
a price above that charged for the same book in 
any other state, county or school district in the 
United States under a contract executed within 
the preceding twelve months. This provision of 
the law and the contract is guaranteed by bonds 
ranging from $10,000 to $30,000.” He points out

The attack b$ the alumni meeting, recently helc 
in Birmingham, on the ability of Dr. Spright Dow 
ell to successfully manage the affairs of the Ala 
barna Polytechnic Institute at Auburn seemingly 
has stirred up a real ‘hornets nest” in Alabama 
educational circles. 
Students of the college, in a mass meeting Sun 
day afternoon adopted resolutions expressing botl 
confidence in the ability of Dr. Dowell and regret 
over the action taken by the alumni. The faculty 
of Auburn also met and gave Dr. Dowell a vote 
of confidence. 
The Auburn president is quoted in press dis 
patches as urging Governor Brandon to call 
i 
meeting of the trustees, as was urged by the 
alumni, in order that the issue may be settled ai 
once and for all. 
Other than having failed to produce a winning 
football team, the exact charges against the ad 
ministration of Dr. Dowell are not clear. 
The 
alumni, meeting in executive session in Birming 
ham last week, is reported to have taken the po­ 
sition that Auburn was not making the progress 
the school should be making. The details of this 
aTleged lack of progressiveness are not explained. 
Those who have had their “ears to the ground” 
have believed for sometime that there was vtome 
lack of harmony in the Auburn ranks, but it wat 
to be expected th at a big school tike Auburn woulc 
find some rough spots in ¡¿^ path, and little at­ 
tention has been paid to these criticisms. 
Alabamians have a sincere interest in the wel­ 
fare of Auburn. The school belongs to the state 
and is neither the property of the students nor 
of the alumni. 
Citizens of he state deeply re 
gret that whatever resentment there is against 
Dr. Dowell, among the alumni, has reached the 
point of open attack on his administration. At the 
same time, if such resentment was to exist, 
it 
might be just as Well that it finally was express­ 
ed publicly in order that the 
issue 
might be 
brought to a head and a fair and honorable judg­ 
ment rendered by the people of Alabama.
